The  wave  of  juvenile  delinquen¬ 
cy  now  sweeping  bur  'nation  can 
be  attributed  in  large  measure  to 
the  lack  of  proper  home  training.

The  home  was  the  first  institu¬ 
tion  established  by  God  on  this 
earth  and  Jesus  gave  his  sanction 
— iioine  «iui  urg  ins-  earthly 
ministry.

A  Stands  for  “Authority.” 

Our  authority  is  in  the  New 
Testament.  Each  church  is  auto¬ 
nomous.  We  acknowledge  the  au¬ 
thority  of  no  priest,  prince,  parent 
in  the  matters  of  the  soul.  The 
Holy  Spirit  is  the  Authority. 

P  Stands  for  "Preaching.” 

This  is  our  genius,  the  preaching 
of  the  pure  and  powerful  Gospel  of 
the  Son  of  God.  Our  pulpit  is  the 
center  of  our  rostrum,  because  the 
Word  of  God  rests  upon  it,  and  the 
Gospel  is  proclaimed  from  it.  We 
meet  for  worship,  the  heart  of 
which  is  preaching  the  Gospel  of 
.salvation  that  others  may  believe 
and  be  baptized! 

T  Stands  for  "Teaching” 

After  one  has  believed  the  Gospel 
and  been  born  again,  he  can  be 
taught  the  way  of  the  Lord  more 
perfectly.  Our  Bible  School  is  the 
Church  teaching.  Every  member  is 
expected  to  come  to  Bible  school 
for  Christian  teaching. 

I  Stands  for  “Immersion.” 

Believers’  baptism  is  for  those 
who  have  believed  the  Plan  of 
Salvation  and  understand  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  church  membership. 
We  immerse  believers  only! 

S  Stands  for  "Supper” 

The  Lord's  Supper  is  a  symbolic

A  recent  article  in  the  State 
Times  tells  of  a  new  $3,000,000

further  states  that  "the  project  will 
be  financed  by  a  combination  of 
state,  federal,  and  locally-raised 
funds.”

Mississippi 
to  the  state  »f  Mississippi  and  part 
of  the  tax  money  that  you  pay  to 
the  United  States  Government  is 
going  to  be  used  to  help  build  a 
church-sponsored  hospital.

Dear  Walter: 

It  was  a  surprise  to  learn  that  you  are 
an  active  member  in  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  Church  after  being  educated  in  col¬ 
lege  and  seminary  for  the  Baptist  min¬ 
istry.  May  you  find  spiritual  under¬ 
standing  and  blessings  there.  1  have 
known  many  very  w‘onderful  people 
who  are  Roman  Catholics.  However,  I 

live  in  a  country  where  a  person  may 
join  any  church  of  his  choice  without 
religious  persecution  which  is,  as  you. 
very  well  know,  not  true  in  Italy,  Spain, 
and  other  countries  where  the  Roman 
church  is  in  power. 

You  can  render  a  great  service  to 
your  church  and  to  religion  in  the  world 
if  you  will  use  your  influence  to  try 


to  get  the  Roman  hierarchy  to  permit 
religious  freedom  in  places  where  that 
church  is  in  power.  I  am  a  sincere  be¬ 
liever  in  soul-freedom.  If  a  person 
wishes  to  be  Roman  Catholic  or  join 
am  other  church  or  denomination,  he 
should  have  the  right  to  follow  his  con¬ 
viction  just  as  you  had  a  right  to  leave 
the  Baptists.
